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The retraining course is headed by Major Mihalyfy, who is the brother of one of 
the greatest betrayers of the Hungarian people. Minister Erno Mihalyfy, who 
directs Russo-Hungarian cultural ties, and who is directly responsible for 
Tildy s downfall. The military career of this member of the Mihalyfy dynasty 
not eworthy since it is due solely to the pressure exerted by the "great Erno". 
The Major himself could not rise above the rank of corporal during the war. He 
served in a training center at Ujvidek flying field.

The training cr©W 3 consist of two officers, and six non-commissioned men. The 
leader of the group is It. Lasszak. This training group at Kecskemet was the 
first group in Hungary which was trained in civilian capacities on the Masovlet 
Hus si an-Hungarian civil air lines to handle the Yak 9 and the IL-10 military 
planes* The training was carries. on at Budaors flying field. There is a retraining 
course for mechanics which deals with repairs on the pro-ppi lers. aerial guns, 
compasses, fuselages and radios. The group stationed here is equipped 

to handle the above repairs, but major repairs are still carried out at Matyasfold. 

The BKZ poup is a very important group. This company is responsible for carrying 
on technical and mechanical repairs to insure smooth functioning of the planes 
attached to the regiment, and as such is a most important unit of the combat flying 
regiment. Lt. Gyula Damniczky heads this unit. He was formerly a staff sergeant. 

He is an expert particularly on questions involving anti-aircraft weapons and 
bombs. His aide is Lt. Gyula Szabo. 


Several technical groups are attached to the various battalions. In charge of 
materials is Lt. Tibor Tatay. The mechanics company is under the command of Lt* 
Istvan Simon 5 the weapons-mounting shop is under Lt. Borocky, the technical office 
under Staff Sgt* Gyula Gelencser. The meteorological section, the technical 
section, the parts group, the radio section, electricians 1 group, the technical 
library, the weapons repair and storage sections and publicity headquarters are 
all stationed here. Civilians are employed here in addition to the military 
personnel, approximately 3-5 with each group mentioned. 

There is not much to be said about the transport group. Five sergeants and about 
bO men are stationed with this company. Their equipment consists of about kO 
Soviet and Hungarian trucks, a few gasoline tank trucks, and a few radio autos. 

So far no Soviet officers have been noticed at Kecskemet Field. 
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
